Special Flood Warnings. 
Memphis, March 2. — The Missis- 
sippi river is at a standstill at this 
point the gsiuge maridftK 34 feet The 

water covith an area of 10 miles in 
the Arkansas lowlands opposite thie 
city, and the situation is becoming 
serious. Many farmers have left their 
houses and stock has been placed on 
high Kround. A special flood warning 
issued by the local weather bureau 
says that it is probable the flood in 
the lower Mississippi valley may oon- 
tlnuo 'during the next 10 daya or two 
weeks and reach stages from one to 
two feet higher than at the present 
time. The great strain on the levees 
in this seslon will occur in about nine 
days. At present the river is above 
tho- danger Una Aom Henr Madrid to 
Helena, and with the rise of another 
foot a dlsastious overflow surely will 
visit the Arkansas and lower Missis- 
sippi valleys. 

Approaching Danger Line. 
Parkersburg, W. Va., March 2.— The 
Ohio river is rapidly approaehing the 

danger line, and predictions are that 
it will be In the lower streets soon. 
Forty-one feet are expected. So far 
no houses have been reached by the 
flood, but mOn hi.yo hco* busy all day 
moving goods out of cellars and ware- 
houses in the wholesale district and 
moving people in low sections out of 
their homes. Many homes are flooded 
in the Little Kanawha valley. The 
cold snap will check the waters some 
and the Little Kanawha river la al- 
readf tlUllng.

He re- 
monstrated with him, saying: "Your 
holiness, my duty is to point out that 
your health would greatly benefit by 
your resting." The pope replied: "My 
dear doctor, before your valuable ad- 
vice comes my duty, whicn I shall per- 
form until the end." The audience 
was held In the pope's private library, 
and Leo XIII spoke oontin^ously for 
half an hour wltti the 4S cardinals 
present. No address was delivered, 
and the most important words were 
when the pontiff referred with em- 
phasis to his advanced age and ap- 
proaching end.

Others have 
gone aahore.. A omantity of wreckage 
has been seen off the coast (rf North- 
umberland and the indications point 
to the wr< ck of the Urltisb ship Cam- 
brian Prince. Captain Owens, Coquim- 
bo for Middlesboroui^, which called 
at Queenstown Feb. 11. Li|ter news 
from the Bout'i of Ireland shows that 
the gale was exceedingly fierce. The 
British steamer Pharsalia went 
through a terrible experience. The 
hurricane struck her Feb. 24 and the 
heavy seas flooded her hold, damaged 
her cargo, smashed the bridge and 
almost all the deck fittings, Ftove in 
the boats and swept the binnacle over- 
board. The captain's riba Wore bro- 
ken and several of tho orow were 
injured. 

Is a Friend of Irelsnd. 

London, March 2. — Captain Shawe- 
Taylor, secretary of the Dublin land- 
lord and tenants' conference, and who 
lias Just returned from a visit to the 
United States, deacribing his visit 
said: "President Roosevelt, who is 
himself half an Irishman, and ex- 
tremely proud of It, received me most 
cordially.

FIREDAMP EXPLODES. 

Miners Have a Very Narrow Rseape. 
Two VIcttniit. 

Latrobe, Pa.. March 2.— The Uostet- 
ter, Connellavllle Coke company's 
mine, near here, was the scene of a 
flre-Hlamp explosion, in which it is 
thought several men lest their lives. 

The explosion occurred when the 
full force of men were at woric, and 
it is considered almost a miracle that 
there were not more fatalities. About 
800 men are employed in tho mine, 
which Is located four and a half miles 
west of this place on the Whitney 
branch of thA Pennsylvania railroad. 
Tka eaoio ot the eftplostoli is a mys- 
tery. It occurred In wlwt is known as 
No. 7 left flat entry, which Is near the 
eastern end of the mine and about two 
miles from the main entry. Most of 
tho force <tf nilners at work were in 
the vicinity of the entry, in which the 
exploeton occurred. The explosion was 
not heard outside of the mine, and 
none except those at work knew any- 
IMnr c^ it until those who escaped 
came rushing to the main entry and 
vpread the news. A flre is raging 
•oicely and the mine will be flooded. 

Family Thought Her Dead. 
New York, March 2. — Miss Edith 

Curzon, of RedbanU, N J. Is now re- 
covering from pneumonia after her 
family thought her dcaii. Sho posed 
as tks CPddOfM o( liberty in Redbank's 
Wiahlfligtaiv flIlWday parade and 
caught cold which quickly prostrated 
her. Friday she died, apparently, and 
an undertaker was called in. As he 
was about to prepare the body for the 
shroud ho was startled to perceive 
that the right arm, which was lain 
cutalde the bed spread, was now 
drawn up near the face. Then he no- 
ticed an eyelid twitch. The family 
iiiire lilnlidllid, irork was begun to 
keep alive the spark of life and after 
a time Miss Curzon was able to notice 
what was going on. She la improving 
now, with every chance of recovery. 

Express Derailed. 

Battle Creek, Mich., March 2.— As a 
result of the derailment ot Grand 
Trohk westbound limited express No. 
8 St the South Jefferson avenue cross- 
ing, one man was instantly killed, one 
was fatally injured and several were 
seriously hurt. The dead man is Bliss 
V. Parker, Battle Creek. The train 
was runiiing at the rate of 16 miles an 
hour when derailed. A switch opened 
Just after the ent;ino and baggage cars 
had crossed, throwing the two day 
roaches and two sleepers onto a side 
track. Parker was standing in the 
street when the ehr struck him. He 
was Instantly killed. One coach took 
flre and the flre department had to be 
called. 



Ferries Collide. 
New York, .March 2. — There wai a 
collision in the North river between 
the ferryboat New Jersey of the Penn- 
sylvania company and the ferryboat 
RIdgewood of the Erie railroad com- 
pany. Julian Legert of Rutherford, N. 
J., and William Hays of Peterson. N. 
J., were badly hurt The New Jersey 
struck the RIdgewood on the men's 
cabin side, making a big hole in the 
side. The RIdgewood was crowded 
with passengers ami a number ol 
women on board became hysterical. 

Streams Over Their Banks. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 2. — The 
rainstorm that visited this section at 
times assumed the proportions ef a 

cloudburst. l.owlandR in this city and 
suburbs are Inundated and telegraph 
lines In several places are down. 
Washouts are reported on all rail- 
roads, the most serious being on the 
Cincinnati Southern, necessltati!:g the 
running of trains via the Southern to 
Harriman and thence to Cincinnati. 
Streams are out of their banks, and 
tho Tennessee is rising vapidly. 

Astrenemicsl Kxpedition. 
San Francisco, March 2. — The D. O. 
Mills astronomical expedition from 

IJck university has sailed, with its 
destination In the neighborhood of 
Santiago, Chile. The expedition is in 
charge of Wm. H. Wright of Lick ob- 
servatory and W. IC. Palmer of the 
University of California. The govern- 
ment of Chile has taken official notice 
of the coming of the expedition and 
has offered to further its purposes in 
every Way possiblo. 

Gunboat Floated. 
Mobile, Ala., March 2.— '4ie United 
States gunboat Isla de LA^bn, which 
went aground near the mouth of the 
river during a dense fog. has been 
floated. She came to this city under 
her own stepun and anchored in the 
river. Her oBeers report that no dam- 
age as far as they know was sustained 
by the vesael, but a thorough examine 
tlon irtll bo made. 

Rochester, March 2.— J. H. Baird of 
Ouysvllle, C, aged 24, was instantly 
killed by falling from Vincent street 
bridge over the Qenesee river to the 
roof of an electric light company's 
plant below, a distance of 76 feet.

Hamilton, O., March S.-^udge Bel- 
den said that he had not been asked 
to call a special grand Jury In the 
Knapp case, and that there might be 
none, as the courts are very busy now 
While eonvleted of minor oflonaoa, Al- 
fred Knapp was never charged with 
capital offenses until his brother-in- 
law last week started an Investiga* 
tion. With all the charges of incen- 
diarism, robbery and other crimes it 
is conceded that bis pre<iomlnant trait 
is that of brutality. Two of his terms 
in iienitentiaries were fnr criminal 
assaults that were not followed by 
murders. 

The oflioers say ho allured his vo- 
tlms to secfuded spots befbi% ttrang- 

llni; them, and that his deliberation Is 
shown in the precaution to evade de- 
tection. In the few months he lived 
in Hamilton be has shown these 
vicious tendencies. W. B. Carr, who 
employed Knapp. says: "Knapp one 
day, while at work on the tliird floor 
of the mill, saw a well known young 
man accompanied by a lady passing in 
the street. He had a targe chisel in 
his hand which hO hurled at the 
couple In pure devilishment abandon- 
ment, as he knew them not. Later he 
attempted to kill an unknown passing 
woman by hurling a diunk of iron at 
her In a similar way." 

Knapp was visited by Herman Lit- 
tleman of Cincinnati, father of little 
Emma Littieman, the victim of 
Knapp's fliat nMWder in Cincinnati. 
Littieman was unable to identify 
Knapp as any man whom he had ever 
seen or known. The mo.st uigniflcant 
feature of the Interview was the fact 
that for the first time Knapp ex- 
pressed s<mie little remorse and 
showed signs of brealcing down before 
the enraged father. Littieman stood 
outside the cell after he had looked 
at Knapp and said: "I have never 
seen this man. I don't care to look at 
him any more." Knapp said: "I am 
Just as sorry a.s can be that little 
Emma Is dead. She had eyes and hair 
like yours." 

As Littieman turned away tears stood 
in Knapp's eyes. This was his first 
demonstration In that way. Knapp 
does not use tobacco in any lOrni and 
was not known as a drinker. He Is 
quite a reader and is kept supplied 
with magasines and boous, but not 
allowed to see newspapers. He en- 
Joys card-playing with other prisoners. 

Alaska Homestead Sill. 

Washington, March 2.— The confer- 
ence agreement on the Alaskan home- 
stead bill presented in the house 
strikes out the senate provision pro- 
hibiting the use of soidlers' additional 
homestead rights in Alaska, leaving 
the law as it now exists, it limits the 
use of scrip to tracts not exceeding 
160 acres, and reserves from such lo- 
cation along navigable or other waters 
tracts of not less than 80 rods in width 
between such entries, 'ihe amend- 
ment of the senate as to the commu- 
tation of homesteads is so modified 
that, while homesteads ot SCO aorea 
may be taken, only 160 acres may be 
commuted. The senate amendments 
relative to surveys is aubatantially ao- 
cepted.
